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Foss Street. One of the several quaint and picturesque 
streets of Dartmouth, which is an ancient town with a 
remarkable history. In Foss Street is a good example of 
florid domestic Tudor architecture. Owing to the hilly 
nature of the town it will often be found that the lower 
rfloors of one house look into the upper stories of another. 
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
